There ai e scores 
of lobby isti here, but only a few of ttmm 
make much money, and the teim is now 
applied to any one who attempts to In- 
fluence congress In any way in iegar'1 
to any measure, wbatber It bo In his o« n 
Interest or in the interest of his friends. 
When 8om Ward was a power here it was 
not uncommon for sums like $10 000 tuid 
f25 000 to be spent to Influ nee even mm >r 
mattei s and John W Forney is said to ha\ e 
received $85,000 for Influencing a Pennsyl- 
vania congressman's vole against the Credit 
Mobllier bill It is said that $BOO,(KIO were 
given to lobbyist* to get thh subsidy through, 
and of this it is laid that tSUO.OOO went to 
cougregunen. 


A lobbyist 


This money was spent In the Interest of the 


Central Pat Iflc railroad, and this railroad 
alway-, keopa its agent here at Washington. 
Dick Fi aiicbot, nn tx cr.ngi esiman fi om New 
York, got $25 000 a year for doing it in the 
past and the man who attends to its bull 
ness now r. ceives hi all probability a greater 
salary than twice that of the chief justice of 
tbe supreme court, and he is one of the char 
actera of Washington. I see him every day 
at the Capitol He is a slightly bent old 
gentleman, with hair and side whiskers as 
whitu as inow and a imile which h childlike 
and bland. He looks very much like a re- 
tired statesman, and he moves about tbrough 
the corridors apparently on familiar terms 
with every noted man about the Capitol 
He probably knows more about legislation 
than any of the congressmen themselves, and 
1 would rather trust hi* Judgment as to the 
passage of a Mil than that ot four tilths of 
the members of the house 
He lives in tba 


fashionable northwest part of Washington, 
and his daughters go Into the best society 
He reports the doings of congress to C P 
Huntingdon and Huntingdon often cornea 
to Washington to confer with him 
Last 


year when Huntingdon was here he was sur- 
prised that one of the senatois refused to 
come out into the lobby to see him 


fhe Pennsylvania railroad pays $10 000 a 


year to its agent at Washington, and this 
agent is a broad faced Quaker with red 
side whiskers, who med to be a Washington 
correspondent

other men who get big wages for influencing 
and keeping track of congrf ssioiml work 
but among them you will find no Sam 
Ward 
Ward lived at Washington for 


eighteen years, and ha was the greatest 
dinner glvei the capital bas ever had

was a sboit, stout fellow, with twinkling, 
laughing eyes, a noble head and snow while 
imperial 
His linen was always of the finest 


and his clothes of the best 
He pould spoak 


half a dozen languages, and delight* d in the 
studies of the classics 
He wore a rose on 


bis coat and diamonds in his shirt and in 
one of bis pockets he usually cai ried a copy 
of one of tbe Latin classics which ao r,nd 
In the corridors while waiting for membeis 
of congress. He never aaked men to favor 
lis measures at tbe dinner table, but be 
treated them so well that they delighted to 
serve him.

An interview with Sam Randall. 


Many of the lobt y about congress are peo- 


ple who h iv<, their own claim) to see after, 
and tbe^o sel loin do work for outside par 
ties. Among tbem are scores of widows in 
black weeds who come to the reception 
room to push, if possible, tbeir claims for 
neiiMous 
Others are southern women who 


have lost property during the war and want 
the government to restore it 
I saw a sad 


scone in the reception i oom to day, it was 
that of R gray bailed, bent old woman to 
black, with two little children standin? be- 
side her, a boy and a girl pleading with Sam 
Randall 
She may have been a soldier's 


widow, or a soldier's mother

Another woman lobbyist—and here I wisii 


to say that in the use of the term lobbyist I 
mean nothing oiTenbi>e or corrupt. I use it 
in the sense that it Is used here as the name 
of a person who attempts to influence action 
in the departments or at the Capitol in any 
way 
Another lady lobbyist, I was going to 


say is a madam lawyer of Washington, who 
is a curiosity in the sense that she practices 
law, solely for charity 
She does not charge 


fees at all and when the Italian, Nardello, 
was about to bang, she bothered President 
Cleveland by her persistent appeals to save 
him. She would stand up before him and 
lay the law, tbe facts and his duties of 
mercy before him with all the force of a 
Roscoe Conkling, and he would listen and 
promise to consider 
It may have been 


through her influence that Nardello got his 
reprieve, but there was ao doubt of bis 
guilt and the president did right in banging 
him. This charity lobbyist is a woman of 
perhaps 40 years of age 
She is straight 


well formed and she bas a fine, large, Intel 
lectual head well set on a \ air of strong, 
well shaped shouldois 
She dresses plainly 


and ber short brown hair stands out all over

1 wo old women have become 
known as characters of tbe house gallery 
They ha\e a claim before congress, and 
session after session they have come here ex 
pecting tosee it called up and pa seel They 
are plainly dressed, and they often bring 
their knitting with them to the sessions of I 
congress 
Day after day you may see them 


sitting there, one knitting and the other 
watching the legislation. 
The 
watcher 


leans over the railing and the least change 
In the business of the house attracts the At- 
tention of both. It Is doubtful whether 
their bill will ever come up and it may be 
that one or other of them will drop dead 
while they are watching for It 
Congress Is 


the slowest machine in the cointry, and 
many a claimant bas come before It with 
black hair and gone awa> with gray before 
his claim was acted on. 


Billy McGarrahan is a case in point 
He 


came he e away back In 1857, and twenty 
years ago be made his claim into a stock 
company of $5 000 000, and later on to- 
creased it to 110,000000 
The politicians, 


editors and lawyers of the olden times have 
slices of McGarrahan's stock piled away in 
their pigeon holes, and the most noted men 
of the country have been interested in his 
claim for the New Idria quicksilver mines 
of Lower California.
